is necessary to try submarine pris- 
oners now held in England as pir- 
ates "in order to teach Germany 
that her flagrant disregard of the 
rules of civilization cannot go un- 
punished."

obtainable today, the sinking of ( 
the Falaba and Aguila resulted 
iu the loss of 121 lives, 112 from1 
the Falaba and 9 from the Aguila.' 


The missing boat from the Agui-' 


la, containing fifteen members of 
the steamer's crew and two pass- 
engers, has reached safety.

This is the fourth boat that put 


off from the Aguila after the sub- 
marine-attack. Jt was believed 
up to the present time to have 
foundered.

NF 
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ANOTHER "STATE" ISSUE 


For one month American dope fiends havo lived under a nation- 


al prohibitory law. For one month d-alors in dope have undergone 
the experience of having their business confiscated by the federal 
government. Despite the vigorous fight by both buyer and seller 
iln- traffic in liaLit-fon,.iiia drugs was shut off without pwmwy 
and without reimbursing those who had invested in these drugs. 


That, so revolutionary a transaction should be consummated 


without formal protest from President Wilson is surprising to those 
who remember his attitude toward national prohibition of the liquor 
traffic. It will be recalled that the moral influence of the adminis- 
tration has all along been against prohibition. President Wilson de- 
clared that while he favored temperance, lie believed that political 
.notion along that line should be limited to local option and that the 
time-honored doctrine of states rights forbade him injecting the ad- 
ministration in the fight either way. 


Champ Clark and Oscar Underwood, Democratic leaders in con- 


gress, Trent even further. Both stated openly that they were op- 
posed to the principle of prohibition. And even Secretary of State 
Bryan, aggressive as he usually is against Ifte traffic in intoxicants, 
&aid that it was an issue which must be determined by each state 
and each locality according to its own best judgment. 


Just what difference there is between the national prohibition of 


dope and the national prohibition of whisky, we are unable to see. 
Pe-rhaps it takes the acute and logical brain of a statesman to draw 
the proper distinction. Perhaps the "dreams" of the dope fiend are 
national in their scope, while the "visions" of the plain whisky 
drunk are state and sectional. Perhaps—we don't profess to know. 


But there is no use in wasting any satire on President Wilson 


in this matter. It were better to indulge in plain truth. The Tri- 
bune likes the president and believes him to be one of the "forward- 
looking men" about whom he so frequently speaks. But when Presi- 
dent Wilson said the reason he wouldn't, monkey with the tcrnper- 
nnce issue was because it was a state issue and beyond the province 
of the federal government he was simply guilty of telling one of 
those innocent little fibs we all indulge in when our moral courage 
isn't quite up to the standard. 


The reason President Wilson passed up this tremendously im- 


portant issue in that manner was not because he thought it a state 
and local issue any more than he thinks the dope muo is «i state and 
local issue.
